If it ifl Passed-List of Other Oltiea in 
the State Tb*t WiU Be 



The Wa.Hliiii(»ton correspondent of the 
Coininercial (iazette -says: "If the Post- 
office Building bill that recently passed 
the Senate should meet with favorable 
action in the House quite a number of 
thriving and prosperous dlies in Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentudiy bill b* g^tly 
benefited. 

Just where these buildings woald go is 
a matter 'of interest. The law provides 
that in all cities where for the past three 
fiscal years the gross receipts of the post- 
offie* hEVe been annually not less than 
f:?,nOO nor morn than $8,000 the building 
shall not cost more than $20,000, the site 
included. Where the receipts have been 
more than $9,000 and less than $00,000 a 
year for three years past the building 
will cost in no case more than $75,000, but 
may equal the aggregate of the gross re- 
ceipts for three years, provided that sum 
l)c within the limit." 

The correspondent then gives a list of 
the dtiee in the three States that will be 
benefited by the bill. In Indiana twenty- 
four cities would come in for $75,000 
buildings, and fuilj tIgfctlh OMo would 
get like public stTDOtwes. 

Only four citieE in Kentucky will be 
favored with f76/)00 buildings in the 
event the act becomes a law, but nine- 
teen otliers would get $20,000 structures.

Six or seven years ago George Darnell 
1 festival near Con- 

jya&lPiW fanplicated in 

the tragedy, among them Clark Gilbert, 
Dan Hildebrand and brotiier of Gilbert. 

These three were indicted for the 
crime by the grand jury at Vanceburg, 
and Clark Gilbert's brother was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to two ycaiH 
in the penitentiary. Hildebrand and 
Clark left the county, and kept out of the 
officers' hands, and tjf tadlirtB Mn tE Weit; 
finally filed away. 

A reward of $400 was offerad for the 
accused, but, although it was thoii>:lit 
Gilbert was in Texas, he was never 
located. When the indictments were 
filed away his friends thou^'ht that set- 
tled the matter. Four or five months 
Ego he returned and took np bis resi- 
dence in this city, his parents having 
moved here. He has been in the Mayor's 
court several times on charge of drunk- 
enness, but it was not known he was 
wanteil for the murder until yesterday, 
when Constable Dawfon got E tip and at 
onoe arrested liim. 

Mr. Dawson took Gilbert to Vaneeburg 
last nlKht. Tho State's reward Iki.s ex- 
pired, but there is a reward of $200 out 
yet— f 160 by liswia County and $60 by 
Dsmell's father. 

Gilbert's brother, who was sent up, 
died in the penitentiary. Darnell was 
killed by being struck on thElMMdtthe 
blow fr:ll■tllrill^r bin Mkiill.
